2. (Amended) The therapeutic agent according to claim 1 , wherein the 
drug-resistant hypercalcemia is resistant to a therapeutic agent for hypercalcemia other 
than an active ingredient that inhibits the binding between PTHrP and a receptor 
thereof.
